Revision of the city license ordi- 
nances along lines that will likely in- 
crease the city’s revenues by $150,- 
000 to $250,000 a year, was begun 
last night by the Finance Committee 
of the City Council. It is the inten- 
tion of the committee to have the 5 
ordinance ready for passage so 
the new echedules will be effective 
January 1. 

The revision of the ordinances will 
be along lines suggested by the Em- 
ciency Commission, which has col 
lected considerable data on the license 
ordinances of other cities. 

First consideration of the commit- 
tee will be given the new “wheel tax” 
ordinance, which was authorized by 
the voters at the last municipal elec- 
tion, and this alone fs expected to bring 
— anywhere from $50,000 to $100,000 

a year, through a graduated scale of 
license taxes on all vehicles, with the

Judge Trippet yesterday heard argu-

It was claimed by Charles Lewers, 
representing the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company, against whom judg- 
ment was rendered for costs in the 
Elks Hills that under the law only 
mileage for witnesses living within the 
district or 100 miles from the place 
where the court is held, if without the 
district, could be charged against his 
client, while United States District At- 
torney Schoonover argued that it was 
lawful to pay the mileage expenses of 
such witnesses, no matter where they 
resided, or without regard to the dis- 
tance they had to come. The case 
was taken under advisement.

“We moved into the country in or- 
der that our children should get pure, 
fresh air.” said one of the many prot- 
estants against the establishment of 
the proposed tri-city sewer farm 
within a mile of the new $60,000 Ra- 
mona Acres School. Two children 
clung to the hands of their mother, 
who was only one of 100 other women 
present with children on the same 
mission. before the Board of Super- 
visors yesterday morning. 

The board room was crowded, while 
many interested persons in the mat- 
ter were unable to get nearer than the 
ante-room. Among them were repre- 
sentatives of the Ramona Acres Im- 
provement Association, the Ramona 
Convent, the Midwick Country Club 
and several other clubs. 

Attorney Thomas A. Berkibile was 
spokesman for the delegations and 
suggested that the matter was brought 
before the board in time to permit of 
a thorough investigation of the plan 
to establish the sewer farm, before the 
petition for the same had been 
granted. 

An affidavit from officials of the 
Monterey Land Company was intro- 
duced by the attorney, setting forth 
that a member of the Board of City 
Trustees of South Pasadena had rep- 
resented that the tract he was pur- 
chasing, was for use of a country club, 
just being formed. It developed only 
a few weeks ago that the land was 
intended as an outlet of the sewage of 
a part of Pasadena, of South Pasadena 
and Alhambra. 

Deputy County Counsel Hill was in- 
structed to ascertain the rights of the 
communities planning the farm and 
other technicalities that may be in- 
volved, before the Board of Super- 
visors should commit itself to a policy 
im the matter. Under a recent State 
ruling, it is possible that right-of-way 
for the pipes carrying sewage and the 
establishment of a dumping ground 
can be granted only by the State 
Board of Health. | 
Representatives of the various pro- 
testing organizations and interested 
property owners, as well as representa- 
tives of the communities that intend 
to establish the sewer farm, were re- 
quested to appear before the boar 
December 6.
